to defend the State convention. The 
Independent has always claimed to be a 
Democratic paper though it supports 
the candidacy of Senator Stewart, m 
which it is doubtless right from the 
standpoint of a Silver Democrat as 
Stewart and Bryan are politically in 
aooord on the financial question. 


Why 
the Independent 
thinks the 


Silver convention requires any defense 
etcept that it was a representative 
body, chosen by the people, while the 
other conventions were simply com- 
mittees, it does not explain. However 
for its edification the JOURNAL wil 
state the following facts relative to the 
State conventions and it invites the 
Independent or any other paper to dis 
prove any or all of them if it can be 
done : 


First—The Silver State convention 


was composed of delegates elected by 
the people nt primaries lu which al 
citizens who favor the free coinage o 
silver were invited to participate. 


Second—The del3gates were repre 


aentative men from all parts of the 
State, and in numbers exceeded all the 
other conventions combined. 


Third—The Democratic convention 


to called, was composed of men selectee 
alternately by the respective leaders o 
the Dennis and Keating factions. 


Fourth—That one of those faction! 


favored fusion with the Silver men 
upon the terms proposed by the latte 
and that fusion was defeated on a viva 
vooe vote because the faction that op 
poaod it had more men in the conven 
lion than the other, and proxies did no 
count as they would had the ayes anc 
noes been called for. 


Fifth—That many of the men ap 


pointed as delegates declared that the 
convention wua not a Democratic body 
as the people had no voice in electing 
the delegates, and that m their opinion 
it was run In the interest of the Be 
publicans. These are facts susceptible 
of proof, and, if necessary, men who 
participated in tho convention unti 
fusion was defeated aie prepared tc. 
substantiate them. 


The course of the Independent indi- 


cates that tha oulief that the conven 
tion was run in the interest of the Ke 
publicans, though the leaders were too 
shrewd to let that be generally known 
is well founded. It does not say t 
word against the Hannaitoe, but en- 
deavors to make it appear that the 
only State convention held m Nevada 
this year that waa composed of repre- 
sentative men elected by the people 
was controlled by corportions. Every 
disinterested person who knows the 
men who composed that convention 
and the manner in which they were 
elected, requires no evidence to con- 
vince him that the insinuation that 
they were under corporate influence, is 
as false as it is base.

Experience* ot Sergeant .Boone, Oft* 


of the Corp* at 8antla*o. 


A private letter received from Se* 


Thomas O. Boone of Company K, j 
ond regiment, •whose experiences Jn the 
war balloon ascension in front' of J3an~ 
tiago on July 1 were told in a letter 
from him to the Springfield Repnblicap, 
and who is now in the government 
hospital at West Tampa, Fla., gives 
tfee first time the particulars and exi 
of his injuries. 
The surgeons'at tge. 


hospital say that Mr. Boone's right 
kidney is turned aronnd and that an 
operation is necessary to put it in place. 
Mr. Boone's letter in part says: 


"I have not told yon of my accidents 


before while in Cuba because I did not 
care to arouse the anxiety of my friends 
nt home, and although I have'beempn- 
able to walk for some time tstill"I did 
not consider my condition as serious as 
the surgeons here claim it to be. I wijl 
tell you how I got> hurt. It was a streak 
of continuous bad luck. On/the 1st; day 
of July I went up in the balloon on'the 
battlefield at 7 a. in., and the balloon 
was being moved all over the field when. 
shot to pieces 80 yards from the Spanish 
line at 1 p. m. We thought our height, 
together with their bad markimanship, 
afforded us protection. "We were badly 
mistaken. At least 200 bullets and four 
shrapnel shots went through the inflat- 
ing bag, allowing the gas to escape, and 
we came down with a rush, striking the 
top of a tree alongside a creek, throw- 
ing tis out. In falling I was caught in 
the abdomen by a point of the anchor 
of the balloon, was suspended for a mo- 
ment—it seemed a lifetime—then drop- 
ped into the creek, with the water up 
to my shoulders, I was badly bruised 
and shaken up, but owing to the excite- 
ment of the time I did not notice the 
pain. 


"Three of our detachment were killed 


and four wounded out of 21 men, which 
shows that we were in a pretty warm 
place. Well, I did not go to the hos- 
pital about my injury until July 14, 
and I was then so weak I could scarcely 
walk. The surgeons at the field hospital 
placed me in an old army wagon with- 
out springs at 9 o'clock one night to be 
taken to another hospital seven miles 
away over the worst road in the world 
without doubt. We had gone about half 
a mile when the wagon turned com- 
pletely over, the wagon body oatohing 
my neck under its side and the corner 
of a box catching me in the abdomen. 
I was unconscious for two hours. My 
neck is still very sore. When I regained 
consciousness, I was placed in the wag- 
on, but the bumping over ruts and rooks 
fairly drove me mad, and I said I could 
not stand it. I was told that '1 could 
walk, which I did. The wagon went on. 
1 reached the hospital at 7 o'clock the 
next morning after a night of agony,, 
At this hospital I was told that I was 
injured inteinally and that they could 
do nothing for rne, that I would have to 
go to the United States for an opera- 
and hwa T <uv, »
